“AH I know is what I read in the news* 
papers** was a famous saving of Will 
Rogers. 1 don’t know if he w as complete­ 
ly serious when he said this, and 1 doubt 
he was advocating the abolition of pub­ 
lic education. 
But he was making an important 
point: Newspapers are a powerful and 
essential force in public education. 1 be­ 
lieve that this is even more true today 
than when Will Rogers spoke. 
Maybe Will started all of us thinking. 
It is certainly true that almost all per­ 
sons in the educational profession are 
more aware these days of the impor­ 
tance of the community newspaper. And 
it seems to me that newspapers are more 
aware of the importance of schools as 
well. 
An increased awareness of the explo­ 
sion of knowledge, along with the in­ 
creased awareness of the importance for 
survival of educated and informed citi­ 
zens, have helped both schools and 
newspapers realize their common cause.

THE WHIMSY now is ad­ 
vanced that former President 
Eisenhower has asked former 
Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell 
whether he, Ike, is eligible to 
be elected vice president of 
the United States. 
It is not suggested that Ike 
Is much interested. But it is 
stated that he did ask. 
Harry S. Truman got into 
the act in response to ques­ 
tions in New York. HST said 
that in his opinion a former 
president of the United States 
could seek the vice presiden­ 
cy but that it was a legal 
matter for the attorney gen­ 
eral to decide. 


ALL OF THIS is disturbing 


to your correspondent's peace 
of mind to say nothing of the 
shattering impact of this silly 
business on the bright little 
minds of students who, about 
now, are contemplating the 
elements of a course called 
“Civics.” 
Civics relates to citizenship, 
to civil affairs or, more gen­ 
erally, to the art and science 
of government. 
These 
students 
probably 
will know by now that Gen­ 
eral Ike has sent Herb Brown­ 
ell on a child’s goose chase 
a n d t h a t HST was talking 
through his hat. 
The shattering nature of all 
of this is that the students 
may suspect that these two 
statesmen never had read the 
Constitution which both twice 


swore to preserve, protect and 
defend. Or, if they did read it, 
they didn't understand it. 


IT IS POSSIBLE that a law­ 
yer could torture out of the 
language of the constitution 
some kind of rule that a two- 
term president of the United 
States thereafter c o u l d be 
nominated and elected vice 
president. 
A lawyer might he able to 
do that—a Philadelphia law­ 
yer, maybe, or a Harvard. 
But I’ll lay you a dollar to a 
dime that Herb Brownell did 
not learn that kind of law- at 
the Yale Law School. 
If Ike and HST had read the 
Constitution t h e y could not 
have missed the concluding 
sentence of Article 12, pro­ 
posed by Congress Dec. 12, 
1803 and proclaimed adopted 
Sept. 25, 1804. 
That sentence reads: “But 
no person constitutionally in­ 
eligible to the office of pres­ 
ident shall be eligible to that 
of vice president of the Unit­ 
ed States.” 
Plain enough? 


THIS SENTENCE must be 
understood in the light of Ar- 
t i d e 22, effective Feb. 26, 
1951, which forebade any per­ 
son thereafter to be elected 
president more than twice.

LONDON—There is a les­ 
son to be learned from the 
Profumo • Christine Keeler 
scandal which g o e s beyond 
politics and public morals. 
It reaches to the heart of 
governmental security. 
The tendency has been to 
appraise this affair as though 
it stemmed primarily from 
the weakness of character of 
the resigned Minister of War, 
John I). Profumo. 
The truth is, as now pointed 
up in the Denning Report, 
that this was a deliberate So­ 
viet espionage tactic and that 
Profumo’s weakness was the 
tool which Moscow used. 


FIX THIS CAST of charac­ 
ters in mind: 
Capt. Eugene Ivanov, Rus­ 
sian spy working out of the 
Soviet Embassy in I^ondon. 
Dr. Stephen Ward, identi­ 
fied by I>ord Denning as an 
active Communist sympathiz­ 
er and willing agent of Ivanov. 
Ward made his way into the 
company of influential Brit­ 
ons by obtaining girls to en­ 
tertain at parties. 
Mr. Profumo, the Secretary 
of State for War, who fell into 
this net. 
And what was Capt. Ivanov 
really up to? Were he and Dr. 
Ward just out to provide fun 
for Profumo and others’1 Or 
was the motivation far more 
significant? 


THE ANSWER is brought 
into the open for the first 
time by I/>rd Denning, who 
in these two paragraphs puts 
the whole Profumo thing into 
perspective: 
“It has been suggested to 
me that Ivanov filled a new 
role in Soviet espionage tech­ 
nique. It was to divide the 
United Kingdom f r o m the 
United States by these devi­ 
ous means. If ministers or 
prominent p e o p l e can be 
placed in compromising situ­ 
ations, or made the subject 
of damaging rumor, or the 


security service can be made 
to appear incompetent, it may 
well weaken the confidence 
of the United States in our 
integrity and reliability. 
“So a man like Capt. Ivanov 
may take every opportunity of 
getting to know ministers or 
prominent p e o p l e , not so 
much to obtain information 
from them (though this would 
be a useful by-product)— but 
so as to work toward destroy­ 
ing confidence. If this were 
the object of Capt. Ivanov 
with Stephen Ward as his 
tool, he succeeded only too 
well.” 


IN LINE with the Lord Den­ 
ning thesis, George Wigg, a 
Member of Parliament who 
first brought some of the se­ 
curity issues of the Profumo 
case to p u b l i c attention, 
makes this interesting com- 
m e n t in the London Tele­ 
graph: 
“I think that the dangers of 
the new Russian tactics are 
greater now than they have 
ever been. We all remember 
the fable of the March wind. 
It blew and blew and every­ 
body pulled their overcoats 
more closely around them. 
“Then the May sunshine 
came out and everybody re­ 
laxed, off came coats and ties 
and waistcoats. If we behave 
in the same way, we shall bit­ 
terly regret it.” 
The failure of the Macmil­ 
lan government to come to 
grips with the Profumo mat­ 
ter was in many ways paral- 
l e l t o t h e f a i l u r e o f t h e 
Churchill and Attlee govern­ 
ments to come to grips with 
the treachery of Guy Burgess, 
who died recently in Moscow, 
and Donald MacLean. 
The parallel between the 
Burgess and MacLean and the 
Profumo cases is that British 
internal security never effec­ 
tively investigated either case 
because their superiors did 
not will them to do so.

WASHINGTON— President 
Kennedy is quietly maneuver­ 
ing to hitch his political wag­ 
on to the soaring moon-bound 
star of astronaut John Glenn, 
Jr. 
The president and his broth­ 
er, Att. Gen. Robert Kennery, 
have privately assured Glenn 
of a “bright future” if he 
sticks with their administra­ 
tion and forgoes a million dol­ 
lar job offer in private in­ 
dustry. 
The Kennedy brothers have 
discussed a number of very 
attractive job “ possibilities” 
with Glenn, including replac­ 
ing James Webb as admini­ 
strator of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion, and/or running for the 
Democratic senatorial nomi­ 
nation in Ohio next year. 


WHILE NO commitments 
have been made by either the 
Kennedys or Glenn, the back­ 
stage discussions are still go­ 
ing on, with the final decision 
depending on a number of 
unresolved factors. 
The toughest problem fac­ 
ing the President is how to 
replace Webb or sidetrack 
Senator Stephen Young, (D-O), 
without touching off a major 
explosion w i t h i n his own 
party. 
According to reliable ad­ 
ministration sources, the idea 
of replacing Webb with Col­ 
onel Glenn is the president’s. 
Greatly disturbed by the ad­ 
verse reaction in Congress to 
his proposal for a joint U. S.- 
Soviet m o o n program, the 
president is said to feel it

HE REPORTEDLY believes 
that Glenn, as head of NASA, 
could overcome this opposi­ 
tion by devoting most of his 
time to “selling” the moon 
shot and the multi-billion dol­ 
lar s p a c e program to Con­ 
gress and the public with per­ 
sonal appearances and speech­ 
es. 
Under this plan, Dr. Hugh 
L. Dryden, deputy adminis­ 
trator, and Dr. George Muel- 
1 e r, n e w director o f t h i 
manned space flight program, 
would actually run NASA. 
Robert Kennedy f a v o r s 
Glenn’s entrance into politics 
as a Democratic senatorial 
candidate in Ohio. 
With the popular astronaut 
on the ticket, the president’s 
chief political adviser stresses 
that the president w o u l d 
stand a fighting chance to 
carry Ohio. 
He also feels that the politi­ 
cal fallout from the national 
press coverage Glenn would 
receive during the campaign 
w o u l d help the President 
throughout the nation. 


THE ATTORNEY GENER­ 
AL has a poll on his desk 
showing that astronaut Glenn 
is a lot more popular in Ohio 
than the president. 
As in the case of replacing 
Webb, there is on® big stum­ 
bling block. Senator Young, 
the present Democratic office­ 
holder, is bent on seeking re- 
election. He has turned a deaf 
ear to all offers from the 
White House to pull out in 
favor of Glenn. One of the 
offers was a choice ambas­ 
sadorship. 
Before he began his private 
negotiations w i t h the Ken­ 
nedys, Colonel Glenn told his 
f e l l o w astronauts that he 
would stay on if he could be­ 
come chief pilot in the first 
two-man U. S. space flight. 


THIS FLIGHT, k n o w n as 
Project Gemini, is scheduled 
for October 1964, just one 
month before the presidential 
election. It involves orbiting 
around the earth for several 
weeks two astronauts in the 
same space vehicle. 
Forty-year-old Glenn won 
worldwide acclaim on Feb. 20, 
1962 when he safely orbited 
the earth three times in his 
Mercury space capsule.

Combined AP \ t PI 
BALTIMORE — Heavyweight 
boxer Krnie Knox died in a 
Baltimore hospital today, a day 
and a half after he battled for 
a $250 purse 
Doctors said a blood clot on 
the brain killed him. and even 
had he lived he would have 
been

crippled.

died at Provident Hospital at 
6 a m 
He was knocked out in the 


ninth round of his fight with 
Wayne Bethea of New York 
Monday night. 
Knox, floored for a nine- 
count earlier in the round. lay 
stretched out on the ring can­ 
vas for nearly 10 minutes after 
a volley of Bethea

sent him there at 1:15 of the 
round.

EASY ANALYSIS 
Since South headed away 
from the Mississippi River, we 
can tell where he went wrong: 
he drew trumps too soon. 
Declarer can make the con­ 
tract if he draws only two 
rounds of trumps. 
Then he takes the three top 
hearts. As it happens, East has 
to follow suit, and West cannot 
ruff for the simple reason that 
he has no trump. 


SOUTH RUFFS 
South then ruffs his last 
heart with dummy’s last trump, 
thus earning game and rubber. 


The actual declarer could 
make the contract only if the 
six missing hearts were divid­ 
ed 3-3.

Dr. Kenneth Endicott, direc­ 
tor of the National Cancer In­ 
stitute, said the institute “will 
not sponsor or participate in a 
clinical trial" of the drug in 
view of the committee s find­ 
ings and other considerations. 
In a statem ent released by 
the Health and W elfare De­ 
partm ent EndicoU said: 
“The National Cancer Insti­ 
tute has completed its consid­ 
eration of Krebiozen. There is 
no justification for a clinical 
trial, 
and

, standpoint we regard the case 
closed.'’

Its report concerned 
an evaluation of the records of

Another milestone was passed with 
the announcement that the live o r a l 
poliovirus vaccine now contains protec­ 
tion against all three strains.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — Have 
congressmen been “too tim id” 
in raising their own salaries? 
At least one lawmaker thinks 
so. 
Hep. Morris K. Udall (D-Ariz.) 
said yesterday the time has 
come for the nation’s legisla* 
t o r s to stop “downgrading” 
themselves. 
Udall said he knew plenty of 
congressmen who must dig in­ 
to their own savings to pay 
their expenses in Washington 
when they could be in jobs 
back home earning “twice as 
much.” 
A m em ber of Congress is 
paid a salary of $22,500 a year. 
Udall and a Republican co­ 
sponsor, Rep. Joel T. Broyhill 
of Virginia, have introduced 
legislation which would boost 
congressional pay to $35.000 a 
year. 
The bill would raise the vice 
president's salary from $35,000 
to $50.000 and the pay of cab­ 
inet members from $25,000 to 
$40.000. Increases also would 
go to other top federal officials 
and federal judges. 
In addition, the salaries of 
2.5 million government work­ 
ers would be hiked to bring 
their pay more in line with 
increases granted in private 
industry. The annual price tag 
of all this would amount to 
539 million dollars annually. 
T w o 
k e y 
administration 
spokesmen, 
budget 
director 
Kermit Gordon and John W. 
Macy Jr., chairm an of the U. S. 
Civil S e r v i c e Commission, 
strongly endorsed the proposed 
increases. They told the House 
Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee that the move was 
needed to attract outstanding 
people to federal service. 
Gordon s a i d , “We cannot 
continue to offer salaries which 
often require incum bents to 
dig deep into their personal 
financial resources if, indeed, 
they are willing to serve at 
all.” 
Macy said even the proposed 


salaries “are probably not as 
large as they should be to rec­ 
ognize fairly the responsibili­ 
ties of these national offices 
today.” He said they would 
still be far below business and 
industry. 


H o w e v e r , the comments 
drew a cool reaction from som© 
lawmakers. Rep. H. R. Gross 
(R-Iowa), one of the most re­ 
ligious dollar watchers in the 
House, wondered aloud when 
the federal government was 
ever going to get the budget 
balanced. Gordon said he hoped 
it would be in the 1967 fiscal 
year, if Congress passes the 
tax reduction bill which is de­ 
signed to generate more gov­ 
ernm ent revenue in the long 
run. 


Gross thought t h e r e was 
some “contradiction” in “re­ 
ducing taxes and increasing' 
spending.’’ 
He also asked but never got 
an answer to another question 
as it related to substantial pay 
increases for top federal offi­ 
cials. 
“ Is this the same adm inistra­ 
tion that once said, ‘Ask not 
what your country will do for 
you— ask what you can do for 
your country?’ ” Gross said. 
At another point in the tes­ 
timony, Gordon n o t e d that 
there wasn’t much trouble in 
getting people to serve on the 
cabinet because of the “public 
position and prestige” involved.
